Our team will be using beam antennas (and others) which will be donated after the DXpedition 
to the permanent custody of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Svc to be used exclusively by future 
DXpedition and Contest groups wishing to visit Midway to operate. As a part of this 
inauguration of Midway for DXing purposes is the formation of the Midway DX Association."
